Process your payment to inlingua Vancouver and to the university / college you 
selected. 

STEP SIX 

Receive 2 letters of acceptance. One from inlingua Vancouver and a second 
one, a conditional letter from the university / college you selected. 

STEP SEVEN 

Apply for your study permit. 

NOTES: 

• Minimum scores vary by institution 

• Agreements and payment requirements vary depending on the university or college 

• Some inlingua Vancouver partners accept our courses instead of TOEFL or IELTS 
requirements. Others will still require the official tests but will reserve a space for you until you 
become proficient.
